As to the point (2), Lewallen teaches the proxy object expose the Java object and corresponding W3C API interface to one or 
more Ul interface and object . When processing calls to the Java object, the brigde 4 would tranform the call to the Java object to which 
the node info for the Java object points( col 8, In 34-40) . 
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
